said brewing company deliv ered said 
<*ase of beer to the 
Pennsy lv ania 
Railroad company in Ft. Way ne and 
cau sed the same to be billed to said 
Johnson, at Winamac, where it was 
receiv ed by 
the 
regu lar 
railroad 
agent who afterward deliv ered it to 
said Johnson, the freight 
charges 
therefor hav ing been paid by said 
brewing company ; that Shorter took 
orders for others as well as that of 
Johnson for beer of 
the 
Berghoff 
Brewing Company ; that said brew­ 
ing company was licensed to w hole­ 
sale and retail liqu ors; 
that John­ 
son pu rchased the beer for priv ate 
consu mption and not for sale.”

In the mean time co u rtesy du e the Jap ­ 
an ese g o v ern men t req u ires that the 
tex t o f the n o te be kep t secret. 
It is kn o wn that the Jap an ese g o v ­ 
ern m en t ex p ects the p residen t to rep ly 


p ro mp tly to its p ro test, n o w tn at Go v ­ 
ern o r Jo hn so n has said he in ten ds to 
sig n the bill. 
At the same time the 
Jap an ese ambassado r has en deav o red 
twice to learn fro m the state dep art­ 
m en t when the g o v ern o r in ten ds to 
make the bill in his han ds a law.

o f the Un ited States has n o co n tro l 
o v er leg islatio n en acted by states ex ­ 
cep t as su ch leg islatio n is in v io latio n 
o f the p ro v isio n s o f the co n stitu tio n o r 
a treaty between the Un ited States 
an d an o ther g o v ern men t. 
The p resi­ 
den t do es n o t co n sider that the Cali­ 
fo rn ia bill co mese u n der either o f 
these two ex cep tio n s. 
The Jap an ese hav e n o t raised the 
q u estio n o f elig ibility o f her su bjects 
to citizen ship n o r to ask fo r a reaso n 
o f the co n tro v ersy , so the rep ly will 
n o t take u p either o f these m atters.

are ex p ected to v o te ag ain st the tariff 
bill o n its fin al p assag e. 
The Demo cratic fo rces in the co n ­ 
g ress were recru ited by o n e v o te—that 
o f Sen ato r Po in dex ter o f W ashin g to n , 
the o n ly av o wed Pro g ressiv e o r third 
p arty man in the sen ate. 
Sen ato rs Walsh o f Mo n tan a an d 
Newlan ds o f Nev ada, who hav e led the 
Demo cratic in su rg en t mo v emen t o n 
free wo o l an d who hav e been classed 
as do u btfu l, declared they in ten ded to 
stan d by the p arty p ro g ram. 
So sig n ifican t was the v o te that Sen ­ 
ato r Clarke o f Wy o min g , a Rep u blican , 
admitted o n the flo o r that the Un der­ 
wo o d bill was p ractically law at this

all th e members of th e comp any 
being eith er dead or lost in th e Arctic 
wastes, according to a rep ort received 
h ere from th e commander of th e Nor­ 
wegian relief p arty wh ich h as been 
search ing for th em. Th e rep ort states 
th at Lieu tenant Sch roeder-Stanz, th e 
commander of th e ex p edition, is miss­ 
ing, th at Dr. Dettmors and Dr. Melsar 
were drowned, and Eberh ard 
was 
frozen to death and Stavo died of ill­ 
ness. No trace of th e oth er members 
of th e ex p edition could be found, and 
it is believed none of th em h ave su r­ 
vived. 
Th e first relief ex p edition wh ich set 
ou t from h ere was forced to tu rn back. 
Th e second, from wh ich a rep ort h as 
ju st been received, was h eaded by Cap ­ 
tain Strax ru d. 
Th e first rep ort re­ 
ceived from h im stated th at th e Ger­ 
mans were icebound in Sp itzbergen 
and th at it was imp ossible to get into 
commu nication with th em. 
Lieu tenant Sch roeder-Stanz’s ex p e­ 
dition started into th e Arctic regions 
abou t a y ear ago, and ex p ected to re­ 
main th ere th ree or fou r y ears. Th ey 
p lanned to travel along £ h e entire 
north ern coast of Eu rop e and Asia. 
Wh en th ey we.re first cau gh t in an 
Arctic winter th ey managed to send a 
message to civilization telling of th eir 
p eril and a relief ex p edition was or­ 
ganized h ere and sent ou t to save 
th em.

Conservative investors wh o h ave p u r­ 
ch ased corp oration or railroad bonds 
with th e u nderstanding th at th ey were 
ex emp t from all tax ation were u np leas­ 
antly disillusioned by th e new bill. 
Th e income tax law will be no re­ 
sp ecter of p ersons or corp orations or 
of th e p romises th at corp orations h ave 
made to p ersons. 
Many issu es of bonds, such as th e 
United States Steel corp oration’s secu ­ 
rities h ave stamp ed across th eir faces 
in bold letters, “not su bject to tax a­ 
tion.’’ 
And th e p u rch aser is assu red 
th at h e will alway s receive th e net 
p rice as qu oted by th e broker. 
All th is will be ch anged wh en th e 
income tax bill becomes law. All bonds 
will be su bjected to tax ation ex cep t 
th ose issu ed by th e states, counties and 
municip alities. 
It is estimated th at th e individu al 
wh o will feel th is section most keenly 
is Andrew Carnegie, wh o h olds more 
th an $200.000,000 Steel bonds, wh ich 
h eretofore h ave been ex emp t from tax ­ 
ation. 
Members of th e Vanderbilt family , 
wh o h old large blocks of stocks of th e 
New York Central and its allied and 
su bsidiary comp anies, will be h eavily 
h it. 
Rep resentative Hull, wh o wrote th e 
bill, said th at th e committee could not 
resp ect th e p romises made to one set of 
Investors by corp orations and th at th e 
interest on all bonds mu st be ch arged 
at th e same rate th at is ch arged against 
oth er sources of revenue. 
Th erefore wh en Carnegie receives h is 
interest nex t y ear h e will find th at Un­ 
cle Sam h as clip p ed off a su bstantial 
p ortion of h is “nontax able” income at 
th e same ratio th at h e h as ch arged 
Joh n Smith and Joh n Brown on th eir 
salaries or th e incomes on th eir sala­ 
ries or th e Incomes on th eir real estate 
h oldings. 


Co mmittee’s Theo ry . 
Th e committee in p rep aring th e bill 
worked on th e generally accep ted th e­ 
ory th at a direct tax is u su ally dis­ 
tastefu l to th ose assessed, and for th at 
reason as much as p ossible th e tax 
will be collected at th e source. 
Th e greater p rop ortion of incomes 
wh ich will fall u nder th e new sy stem 
will come from corp orations, and th ere­ 
fore th e new law will p u t It squ arely 
up to th e officers of corp orations to de­ 
du ct from th e interest p aid stockh old­ 
ers th e amou nt wh ich th ey owe th e 
government. 
Here is an ex amp le of th e manner in 
wh ich th e h oldings in corp orations will 
be assessed and tax ed: At th e end of 
th e fiscal y ear th e officers of all cor­ 
p orations will p resent to th e internal 
revenu e collector a statement sh owing 
th e names of stock and bond h olders 
and th e amou nt h eld in each name. 
Attach ed to th is will be a sch edu le 
sh owing th e earnings of th e corp ora­ 
tion and th e interest th at h as accru ed 
to each stockh older. 
In every case wh ere th e interest p ay ­ 
able to a stock or bond h older amou nts 
to more th an $4,000 and less th an $20,- 
000 th e treasu rer of th e corp oration 
will dedu ct 1 p er cent and mail to th e 
treasu ry dep artment a ch eck for th e 
amount. 
In th e cases of th e larger stockh old­ 
ers. wh ere th ey are liable to th e tax of 
an additional 1, 2 or 3 p er cent, th e 
same cou rse will be followed. 
Wh en 
th e ch eck reach es th e stockh older h e 
will find th at h is fiscal arrangements 
h ave been attended to and th at h e h as 
been ch arged with th e interest h e owes 
Uncle Snm in much th e same way th at 
h e migh t h ave been ch arged with a 
sp ecial assessment of one sort or an­ 
oth er. 
Th e officers of every corp oration will 
collect th e full amou nt and tu rn it 
over to th e government and will make 
no dedu ctions for th e first $4,000, 
wh ich is ex emp ted, ex cep t in th e cases 
wh ere th ey are sp ecifically requ ested 
to do so by th e individu al.

SANITARY WORK 
IN CANAL ZONE 


Dr. Roswell Park Finds Condi­ 


tions Very Satisfactory. 


ISTHMUS HEALTHFUL PLACE 


No Mosquitoes to Be Seen, and Flies 
Are Few— Last Death From Yellow 
Fev er W at Sev en Years Ago, and Ma­ 
laria Has Also Been Stamped Out by 
Banishing the Insect Pests. 


“ Let the public not forget the heroes 
here at home, the research workers in 
fhe little laboratories, the men who 
built the foundation for the sanitary 
work so splendidly put to use by Colo­ 
nel Goethals and his official staff at 
Panama,” is the suggestion offered by 
Dr. Itoswell Park, the phy sician who 
attended President McKinley in his 
last day s at Buffalo and who has just 
returned from an unofficial v isit to the 
canal zone. 
Dr. Park is at present dev oting a 
large amount of his time to the forth­ 
coming international congress on school 
hy giene, 
which is to be held at 
Buffalo the last week in August, and 
accordingly on his recent v isit to Pan­ 
ama he was specially interested in 
what is being done for the benefit of 
the school children. 
Dr. Park found 
that the same care which surrounds 
and protects the adults in Fanama Is 
giv en to the children and that school 
hy giene at the isthmus is simply a part 
of the concern of public welfare, the 
kind of public welfare which will be 
brought so prominently to the atten 
tion of the world at the forthcoming 
congress in Buffalo. 
“ It is almost sev en y ears ago to the 
day ,” said Dr. Park the other day in 
New York, “ since the last death in the 
canal zone region by y ellow fev er. In 
other words, it has been effectually 
stamped out. 
The two principal dis­ 
eases of that region hav e been in time | 
past malaria and y ellow fev er. 
The 1 
carriers of both of these are a species 
of mosquito. 
It was Ross, an English 
officer, who first discov ered the rela­ 
tion of the mosquito to malaria, and 1 
It was Reid, a United States arm^ sur- j 
goon, who made out the same relation­ 
ship for y ellow fev er, the disease 
which, in its inv estigation, he himself 
contracted and died, a marty r to sci­ 
ence. 
A Penny a Day . 
“ The actual ex pense of conducting 
the sanitary department of the canal 
zone has been nowhere near that 
which has been popularly supposed to 
ex ist. 
It has been quite generally 
stated in the public press that these 
ex penses hav e amounted to the sum of 
$20.000.000. 
Actually they hav e not 
ex ceeded $4.000,000, and nev er in the 
w o rld's history has money been ap­ 
plied to better purposes. 
Ev en in the 
ex penditure of this sum the cost of the 
sanitary department, as Colonel Goe­ 
thals has impressiv ely stated, is to be 
separated from what may be called 
the cost of sanitation. 
“ Figured minutely , this cost is prac­ 
tically 1 cent a day per man. 
The 
public should realize what this means. 
In other words, it costs only i cent a 
day for an indiv idual in the isthmus 
zone to preserv e his health. 
“ Ev ery house in which gov ernment 
employ ees are permitted to liv e is sur­ 
rounded by a wire screen, and each 
| house is lifted from the ground. 
In 
j this way Insects are absolutely ex clud­ 
ed. 
Not a mosquito is to be seen and 
scarcely a fly . 
“ Etten y et the public has v ery little 
comprehension of what it has meant 
to bring sanitation to this degree of 
perfection in this prev iously bad\y In­ 
fected zone. It lias been stated in time 
past that the canal enterprise has cost 
a man ev ery time the Panama rail­ 
road runs a car. This is ex aggerated, 
but it might be almost literally true to 
say ev ery other time. 
There is for 
instance a station near the Pacific end 
of the road called Matarchin, where 
1,200 Chinamen died in one camp of 
y ellow fev er some y ears ago. 
The 
v ery name implies the fact, since 
matar in Spanish means ‘kill’ and ‘chin’ 
is short for Chinaman. 
Matarchin 
means, therefore, ‘defy ! Chinamen.’ 
Triumph Ov er Nature. 
“ Nowhere and nev er in the world’s 
history has there been such triumph 
of man ov er the forces of nature. This 
applies to disease producing agencies 
as well as to mechanical conditions. 
Let the public not forget as it thinks 
of the Panama canal that underly ing 
the surface of this enormous gov ern­ 
mental work is the minute and pains­ 
taking inv estigation in the recondite 
cause of disease in the little laborato­ 
ries where men are hidden from pub­ 
lic observ ation and where they concern 
themselv es with the study of disease 
germs and culture methods and the use 
of the microscope. 
“ And let it not forget also that 
the heroism display ed by those who 
hav e lost their liv es in this sort of 
study is equal to any heroism display ­ 
ed upon the battlefield or any where 
else. 
In fact, it is superior to it, be­ 
cause it concerns men giv ing deliber­ 
ately , from stern conv iction of duty to­ 
ward others, and it is dev oid of the 
glamour and applause which come to 
men who are in the public ey e. 
“ All praise, then, to the men who. 
like Dr. Walter Reid of the United j 
States army and others, hav e sacrificed J 
themselv es in the attainment of knowl-1 
edge which is now the property of the I 
world at large.”

Action in H ungary M ay Explain Loss 


of Am erican Countess's Money. 


Berlin, May 17.—An explanation of 
the financial difficulties in which Coun­ 
tess Szechenyi, formerly Gladys Van­ 
derbilt, and her husband are involved 
and which are believed to have caused 
them to leave Buda Pest, is looked for 
in the bankruptcy proceedings brought 
in the Austro-Hungarian courts against 
three of the most prominent members 
of the Hungarian nobility, whose for­ 
tunes have been swallowed up in en­ 
terprises similar to those which have 
caused Count Szechenyi to lose sev­ 
eral million dollars. 
These three nobles are regarded as 
among the wealthiest magnates of 
Hungary, and rumor connects their 
failure with the loss of the Szechenyi 
millions, but no confirmation can be 
obtained of the report that it was due 
to the enterprises in which Count Sze­ 
chenyi invested the bulk of his wife’s 
fortune. 
The three men finally got 
into the hands of Shylocks, who got 
the remnants of the capital left over 
after they had been taken in by vis­ 
ionary schemes.

Cincinnati, May 17.—On Fountain 
square, in the heart of the city, a mob 
of ten thousand persons was fought by 
the police, marking the first riot at­ 
tending the present strike of union 
streetcar men. 
Some men were hurt 
and a score or more were arrested. 
For the first time the police were 
compelled to meet force with force 
when a Vine-Clifton car was surround­ 
ed by a madly excited crowd of men, 
who began to resort to the throwing 
of missiles. 
Stories differ as to the origin of the 
disorder. 
Many claim that one of the 
strike breakers on the car, who was 
armed with a club, struck at people 
who were lining the edge of the es­ 
planade, waiting for the parade of ten 
thousand union men that was expect­ 
ed to pass at any moment. A riot call 
was sent to headquarters and in a 
few minutes several hundred police 
were on the scene and by free use of 
clubs order was restored. 
Following out their order to restore 
the streetcar service more fully each 
day, the traction company has begun 
operating thirty-seven cars in all on 
four lines. No cars are being operated 
at night. 
Labor 
union 
men, 
sympathizers, 
striking carmen and unorganized citi­ 
zens, women and men alike, held the 
greatest demonstration in the history 
of organized labor in this city, with a 
parade in which there were fully ten 
thousand persons in line, and a mass 
meeting a t Redland field. 
The affair 
was an expression of the approval of 
the fight of the traction company’s 
employes for higher wages, better 
hours and union recognition. 
The 
strikers themselves, 2,000 strong, in 
uniform, led the parade.

Neither of the Chinese 
appeared in court to claim their prop­ 
erty. 
Judge Anderson ordered de­ 
stroyed five pounds of cooked opium, 
four pounds of boiled gum opium, sev­ 
en gallons of opium extract, one bag 
of gum opium, twenty pounds of gum 
opium boiled, twenty-five empty pow­ 
dered opium cans, one quart jug of un­ 
known contents, one two-gallon can, 
one twenty-five-pound 
tin can, one 
twenty-five-pound empty opium can, 
one two-gallon stone jar, a one-gallon 
crock and eight cans of different sizes. 
The remainder of the goods seized, 
consisting of brass and copper kettles, 
jars, spring scales, dipper, sieve and a 
gasoline stove, were ordered sold. The 
goods were seized by Charles G. Cov­ 
ert, revenue collector, and were placed 
in storage to await the action of the 
court.

Purdue University Professer Says 


This Crop is Being Neglected 


by Farmers. 


WILL IMPROVE THIN SOILS 


Increases Rather Than Diminishes 


Supply of Nitrogen— May be 


Planted up to June 15. 


There is one crop of great v alu e, 
that at present time is being greatly 
neglected by farm ers, 
say & J. 
C. 
Beav ers of Pu rdu e Univ ersity . 
This 
crop belongs to the legu minou s class 
of plants and deserv es a place in ou r 
agricu ltu re on accou nt of the nitro­ 
genou s feed it fu rnishes and becau se 
It increases rather than diminishes 
the su ppplv of nitrogen in the soil. 
On accou nt of these adv antages, the 
farm ers of Indiana are ju stified in 
growing many more acres of 
soy 
beans than hav e been grown. 
The greatest need of most Indiana 
soils is more nitrogen and organic 
m atter. 
Throu gh careless methods 
of management and poor crop rota­ 
tions, man in three brief generations 
has almost ex hau sted what it took 
natu re 
centu ries 
to 
accu mu late. 
These ex hau stiv e practices can not 
long continu e if ou r agricu ltu re is to 
be permanent. 
The growing of su ch 
crops as soy beans will do mu ch to­ 
ward improv ing thin soils and main­ 
taining those soils which are still fer­ 
tile. 
' 
L ' 
It is not alway s easy for the farm* 
cr to u nderstand ju st why it is that 
a crop like soy beans will produ ce a 
feed 
containing 
more 
nitrogenou s 
su bstance per acre than corn or oats, 
and at the same time leav e the soil in 
better condition than it was before. 
I was v isiting one of ou r dem onstra­ 
tors a short time ago, who grew two 
acres of soy beans last 
y ea?. 
A 
neighbor who was in the field with ds 
said, “Look here, I want y ou to tell 
me why it is that this wheat here 
where those soy beans grew last y ear 
is fou r inches higher than where corn 
was grown?” 
It took bu t little ex ­ 
planation to answer his 
qu estion. 
Last y ear when we planted the beans 
we u sed abou t ten pou nds of inocu ­ 
lating soil, which was mix ed with the 
beans ju st before drilling. 
This sbil 
had been taken from a 
field where 
soy beans were grown the y ear be­ 
fore that were thorou ghly inocu lat­ 
ed. 
It contained millions of bacteria 
which inocu late soy beans. 
These 
little microscopic organisms had done 
the work. They had stocked the roots 
with 
wart-like growths 
from the 
size of a pea to a small marble. They 
had done their share in produ cing a 
crop that sold for ov er $40.00 an 
acre, and they had increased the su p­ 
ply of nitrogen in the soil that is 
making a better growth of wheat. 
All this has been 
accomplished by 
bacteria. 
So all bacteria are not to 
be feared. 
This kind takes nitrogen 
ou t of the air and giv es it to the 
plant, and the plant fu rnished it to 
man and the land. 
There are a great many farm ers in 
Indiana who wou ld do well to co-op­ 
erate with natu re and get a good v al­ 
u able crop /for feeding or for sale, 
and at the same time improv e their 
soil for ensu ing crops. 
By u sing early v arieties, soy beans 
may be planted u p to the 15 th 
of 
Ju ne with safety . 
They are u su ally 
grown in rows 30 to 36 inches apart, 


u sing one-half 
bu shel of seed per 


acre. 
The cu ltiv ation giv en is simi­ 
lar to that 
ordinarily giv en 
corn. 


Why not grow a few acres of this 


v alu able crop this season?

Co ntinued fro m Page 1 
shall serv e continu ou sly du ring good 
behav ior, u nder the prov isions gov ­ 


erning the fire and police force, and 


shall not be remov ed for any political 


reason, nor ex cept for cau se after a 
hearing, either before the commis­ 


sioners of pu blic safety or u pon the 
charges preferred by the state in­ 
spector. 
The act shall apply to all 
sealers or inspectors of weights and 
meau res heretofore appointed u nder 
any state law or city ordinance, who 
shall be continu ed in 
office as in­ 
spector u nder the prov isions of this 
act for the respectiv e eitv or cities. 
The eonstitu tonality of the pro­ 
v ision that su ch officers shall serv e 
for a term ex ceeding fou r y ears has 
been denied by some lawy ers. 
For the prov ision of the old law’, 
that the ex penses shall be paid from 
the appropriation for the food i# fl 
dru g department, is su bstitu ted an 
annu al appropriation of $5 ,000, of 
which $1,000 shall be paid annu ally 
to the state food and dru g commis­ 
sioner for his serv ice as state com­ 
missioner of weights and measu res, 
and the remainder u sed for the sal­ 
aries of inspectors, 
depu ties 
and 
clerks, and other ex penses. The penal 
section of the act is ex pressly made 
to cov er offenses by any “firm or 
corporation” as well as by any “per­ 
son.” 
A section is added as follow’s : “All 
commodities shall be sold by stand­ 
ard weight or measu re. 
Prov ided, 
howev er, that the prov isions of this 
section shall not apply to commodi­ 
ties which are u su ally and cu stom­ 
arily sold by nu merical 
cou nt, or 
in gross, or are sold in packages pre­ 
pared and pu t u p for sale and so 
marked as to indicate the contents.” 
Any v iolation of the foregoing pro­ 
v isions shall be made pu nishable by 
a fine of from $10 to $100, “to w’hieh 
may be added imprisonment in the 
cou nty jail for not more than thre§ 
months u pon first conv iction.” Upoit 
a second or su bsequ ent conv iction 
the fine shall not be less than $25 nor 
more than $5 00, to 
which 
may be 
added imprisonment in 
the cou nty 
jail for not more than six months. 
An emergency is declared and the 
act took effect the day it was ap­ 
prov ed.
